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Organization Meeting of the Clergy and 
Lay Members of the Church of Eng- 
land. 

In response to a circular addressed to the 
pewholders of Christ Church and St. John's, 
« largo and highly influential meeting was 
held in the Collegiate School, on Tuesday 
evening last the 15th inst. 

Thf object of the meeting as expressed 
in the circular letter, was to take counsel 
concerning the affairs of the church in this 
colony, and to hear from the Bishop a state- 
ment of proposals for parochial and diocesan 
organization. 

On the motion of A. F. Pembcrton, Esq., 
J. P., seconded by H. Nichol, Esq.,; Alex. A. 
Dallas, Esq., was called lo the chair. 

The Chairman in a few brief but perti- 
nent remarks, set forth the objects of the 
mooting, expressing on his own part a strong 
feeling of duty, as his reason lor rilling the 
post of Chairman ; and then with a graceful 
utlusion to Miss Btirdett Coutts, through 
whose munificence so much had been done 
for the church in this oolong, he invited the 
Bishop to lny before the rrffcting a more de- 
finite statement of the objects and proposed 
action of the meeting than he (the Chair- 
man) could hope to do. 

The ltight Reverend the Lord Bishop ol 
British Columbia, having thanked Mr. Dal- 
las for his readiness in accepting the chair, 
and having expressed his conviction that the 
influence and weight of character of such u 
man must encourage all to unite and co- 
operate in the work about w be proposed to 
them, proceeded to ope.i up more fully the 
purpose for which the meeting hud been 
called. 

He desired to address them on the follow- 
ing subjects: 1st— Their preterit circum- 
stance*. '2d— Means of support. 3d— Or- 
ganization, parochial and diocesan, -1th — A 
Church Socutij. 

I. The position of the Church of England 
differed from her position at homo. The 
difference was not in doctrine or authority. 
These were ever the same, but in circum- 
stances. Here the church wa<< unconnected 
with the state. There were no endowments 
from the piety of former days ; nor a settled 
population, All must be commenced — 
churches and schools to build — parishes to 
be defined — clergy to be brought out and 
maintained — trust for property to be created 
— discipline and order to be promoted, lie 
would next state what had been done. Clergy 
had increased from 1 lo 15. Three churches 
bad been built ; regular and missionary ser- 
vices have been carried on in various towns 
and rural and mining districts in the two 
colonies. Two Collegiate Schools have been 
opened in Victoria, and also at the same 
place an Indian Mission and School, in ad- 
dition to that at Fort Simpson. 

II. Means of Support. — lie had been en- 
abled to raise in England the sum of about 
£1 lOOO for the commencement of the Mis- 
sion. This was already disposed of in out- 
tits and passage of clergy, in grants, and in 
Ihiid investments. He had also obtained 
promises of an annual subscription for five 
years. The annual fund, including what 
came from present investments, lie reckoned 
at£l5(JU, which would about meet his per- 
sonal guarantee in support of clergy and 
teachers, not including the clurgy of St, 
John's Victoria, and Trinity CuarcL West- 
minster, now to juo supported by their con- 
gregations, while there still remains to be 
supplied, means of outfit and passage for 
more clergy, and for building churches, and 
for other important objects of missionary 
labour. Tlio clergy, not supported out of 
the above named fund, have their incomes 
temporarily secured from three Church of 
England societies, to the extent of X 1700 a 
year. The total churgo fur incomes of clergy 
and teachers in the Colony amounting to 
about £4000 a year, to 1 ards which the an- 
nual permit contributed in the colony by 
pew rents, chinch collections, school fees, 
ami other sources, appears to be about £1200 
a year. Some misunderstanding appears lo 
exist with respect to M.ss Coutts endow- 
ment, which by the terms of the gift is con- 
fined to two objects, viz : a provision of A'tiOO 
a yeur as tlio Bishop's income, and of £400 
a year towards the Archdeaconries not yet 
tilled up. 

HI. Organizations. — This is of two kinds, 

Earochial and diocesan. The parochial in 
ngland consists of Rector, Cliuichwurd- 
ens and Vestry. In some cases there is also 
a select Vestry chosen by the general 
Vestry. In the colonies' and in the United 
States the same organisation is followed, ux- 
copting that for a select Vestry a church 
committee is substituted. Ho proposed that 

the constitution of a parish should f>o,Kocto]-, 
Churchwarden, Church Committee and 
Vestry, this lust consisting of pewholdoin, 

and the committee eleotod annually by them. 

The church committee will strengthen Ibfl 
administration of churchwardens and miti- 
istnr.i, unite the energies of more oiirnust 
members of the congregation, and eruate n 
mors genets,] interest. Diocesan QrgtnjlS' 
tlOll in its complete form consists ol nuns, 
iembly of the bishops, oltttgy, and lay dul- 
elates mooting annually tor doliboration 




success of the gospel. In nearly all the 
British Colonies this organization is com- 
plete under various titles, as convention, 
synod, assembly, or council. This however 
cannot be completed at once, as congrega- 
tions are not sufficiently formed ; and more- 
over there are legal points of difficulty re- 
quiring consideration. He then entered into 
the nature of these difficulties. 

IV. Church Society.— Pending the forma- 
tion of this more perfect organization he 
proposed there should be, as in Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Nova Scotia and other colonies, n 
church society to be incorporated for hold- 
ing land, and to be supported by subscrip- 
tions and church collections gathered from 
all parts of the diocese for support of minis- 
ters, building of churches, parsonages and 
schools, widows and orphans of clergy and 
other objects, administered by a committee 
chosen by subscribers. He instanced the 
Toronto Church Society with an income of 
£9000, and that of Newcastle, Australia, 
increasing in five years from £531 to £5323. 

The Bishop having made a statement 
which occupied about an hour in delivery, 
ot which the above is but a sketch, con- 
cluded by expressing his earnest hope that 
their deliberations would be furthered by 
the divine blessing, nud limited discussion 
op the various proposals set forth. 

The first Resolution proposed by H. Pel- 
lew Crease, Esq., M. r. P., " That in the 
opinion of this meeting, it is necessary that 
an efficient organization should be adopted 
for the conduct of the affairs of the Church 
of England." Tne necessity of system and 
cohesion was strongly dwelt upon by the 
learned gentleman, and that in advancing 
the one great work of the planting of the 
church and the spread ol ihe Gospel in the 
colony, all party and political ditferences 
must be set aside. 

The Rev. A. C. Garrett in seconding the 
proposition dwelt with considerable elo- 
quence on the advantages of organization 
and unity in carrying on any great work, and 
with his usual power of happy illustration 
.strengthened what had been so well said by 
the previous speaker. 

Robert Burnuby, Esq., M. P. P., in a con- 
cise and clear speech, proposed the second 
resolution—" That it is expedient that the 
constitution of a fully organized parish 
should consist of Rector, Churchwardens, 
Church Committee and Vestry," which hav- 
ing been seconded by the Rev. E. Cridge, 
Rector of Christ's Church, was carried un- 
animously. 

The third resolution was as follows : 
" That until the full diocesan organization 
by synod or assembly of Bishop, Clergy and 
Lay Delegates be constituted, a Church So- 
ciety be at once formed to carry out the fol- 
lowing objects : 

(<i) The building of churches, schools, 
parsonages, etc. 

(4j The support of missionary clergy and 
teachers. 

(c) The holding and managing of landed 
and other property, arid other purposes con- 
nected with the welfare of the church and 
the spread of the Gospel. 

The Rev. R. J. Dundas, Rector of St. 
John's, moved the Resolution, showing the 
necessity of some organization, pending Ihe 
formation of a Synod, and the strong recom- 
mendations which the pUn possessed, The 
Ret. A. D. Pringle, of Fort Hope, seconded 
the fourth and fifth resolutions — Uh— 
" That the vestries of the two congregations 
meet in the ensuing week upon days of 
which due notice shall be given for the ap- 
pointment of Church Committees." 5th — 
"That n Committee be formed to draft a 
constitution of a Diocesan Church Society, 
and that the following gentlemen be re- 
quested to act thereon wilh the Bishop; 
[here follows the names], were proposed re- 
spectively by A. F. I'onilicrton and d. Mc- 

Creight. Esqrs., and si nded by A. 11. 

Green, Esq., M- P. P-i and the Rev. Charles 

T. Woods. 

A hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman 
was carried, end the meeting closed with 
prayer.

Eraser River Improvements. 
No wonder thai the British Columbians 
should bo in a state of chroma discontent. 
That petitions should <jo homo embodying 
the causes of their dissatisfaction, and that 
conventions should be convoked lu demand 
radreaa as against thair gubernat ional 
oubus, when the " masterly inactivity " of 
the Executive is contemplated and the dis- 
graceful shortcomings of our Siamese gov- 
ernment is regarded side by fide with the 
patent wants of the Colony. Wants sostrik- 
ingly palpable, so eminently obstructive to 
all development, and so clearly reading to 
the detriment and disadvantage of British 
interests of every class and kind ill both 
Colouie.-, that it would seem as if His Ex- 
cellency and his coadjutors, both on the 
Island and on the Main, were in a state of 
comatose indifference to every adminis- 
trative function, save and except the policy 
of getting money into the exchequer per pas 
aut nefas. 

In tad, 'he sole aim and object of Governor 
Douglas in British Columbia would appear 
to be to ascertain the precise amount of fiscal 
phlebotomy the people can biar without 
syncope, for tax after tax is levied, always 
under solemn protestations of berielieial ex- 
penditure, until the poor patient is almost 
reduced lu asphi'xin, while the treasury is in 
B Male of plethora, and many public works 
oi manifest importance are utterly ignored 
and neglected.in the teeth,too,of oft ! repeated 
promises to the contrary. 

For ihe last two summers, as Governor 
Douglas made his Viceregal progresses into 
the interior, he endeavored to propitiate pop- 
ularity by pledging himself that every effort 
should be made at the next low water stage 
to rem J ve, as far as possible, all obstruc- 
tions to navigation on Fraser river; but 
one low water stage has passed away with 
1859, without an attempt of any kind what- ; 
soevsr having been made, for which an ex- 
cuse was at hand in the want of funds ; and 
Btill another low water stage lias passed 
away with 1 8 iO, although it is notorious 
that over £20,0110 is lying idle and unpro- 
ductive in the strong box of the sister 
colony. 

What adds to this most culpaole aeglige ice 
is the fact that two up river- steamb iats have 
been built on the good faith of the assevera- 
tions alluded to ; yet the spirited proprietors, 
who are necessarily their own insurers, are 
still left to all the original risks, .vhila the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and W>rks, 
with his dilletante corps, are keeping their 
hands in landsoape gardening and fiddle- 
faddling In and about New Westminstor. 

It is no excuse for Colonel Mo i ly to urge 
the great inclemency of the weather, the 
extreme rigor of the season. If such holi- 
day pleasures were admitted, the trenches 
dies and zig-zags in the Crimea would never 
have been finished; the Malak rff and the 
Redan would be still frowning defiance; 
Sobnstopol would bo intact and m st proba- 
bly Turkey would he a Russian province- 
The question is: can the obstructions in 
Fraser River be removed 2 If they are in- 
superable, let them bo declared so and let 
there be an end of it, and then let us seek 
for the Bite of another port of entry higher 
Up the coast. But, if, on tho other hand, the 
project is practicable, let us have no more 
faltering. Let the Royal Engineers turn out 
and give us a sample of their professional 
quality, and at least try to do what in 
reality they were sunt hero for at such 
enormous expense to the Empire. This is 
tho true statesmanlike mode of meeting the 
aotivo competition of the border traders, and 
not such paltry mulcts and devices as were 
promulgated by tho late characteristic pro- 
clamation.

'< Sir, — Among the many difficulties with 
which ihe organization of government in 
British Columbia has to contend, I cannot 
but think that the presence and residence in 
that Colony of ihe several officers who have 
been appointed by ihe Crown to conduct its 
affairs, is indispensable. I have not received 
any special report from yourself on this sub- 
ject, but from such information as I collect 
from other sources (subject to your betler 
knowledge as to its correctness) it would 
appear that this essentia/ duty is very much 
disregarded. Being yourself Governor both 
of Vancouver's Island and British Colum- 
bia you have necessarily a divided duly to 
perform ; bnt the unavoidable absence which 
this occasions on your part cannot dispense 
with the closer attention of the British Col- 
umbian functionaries lo their duties. Il is 
stated thai llic Judge, tho Colonial Secre- 
tary, his assistant, the Attorney-General, arid 
Ihe Treasurer are all at present residing in 
Vancouver Island. This stale of things 
must be put an end to at ence, and the gentle- 
men in question must be warned that they 
must repair with the least practicable delay 
to the scene of their duties, or if they decline 
to do so, must at once resign their situ Hons.

Ayes— Gordon, 
Cnry, Kurnaby, Southgalc, Tolmie, and 
Crease. Noes— Foster, Franklin, McDonald 
a, d Ilclmcken. 

Tho Committee then rose and reported 
to the House, when the hon. Attorney Gen- 
eral introduced a bill voting the sum afore- 
said for tho purposes of the amended es- 
timates. The bill was read a first time and 
aceopted. 

The Conference Committee returned to 
the Council, and having again come hack to 
the Houso, reported that they had no report 
to make, the'liort. Council intending to trans- 
mit a communication to the House at its next 
meeting. 

The House then adjourned until Monday 
nest at 2 o'clock.
